The reserve clause—often called 
the backbone of professional base- 
ball—was attacked as a violation 
of the anti-trust laws in the suits 
filed in Federal Court here by 
John L. Flynn, New York attor- 
ney.

Commissioner; Ford . Frick; 
President of the National League; 
William Harridge, President of the 
American League; George M. 
Trautman, President of the Na- 
tional Association of Minor 
Leagues, and all 16 major league 
clubs. 

Seeking triple damages under 
the Sherman and Clayton anti- 
trust laws, Lanier sought $1,500,- 
000 and Martin an even $1,000,000. 

Neither the total figure nor the 
number of players involved in the 
action measured up to Flynn’s ex- 
pectations, however. The attorney 
had announced that several other 
players who were suspended in 
1946 for transferring to Mexico 
would join in the suit. 

At least two of them—Micky 
Owen, former Brooklyn Dodger 
catcher, and Myron Hayworth, 
erstwhile St. Louis Browns catch- 
er—have publicly announced their 
disapproval of any such suits 
against baseball.

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Georgia Nurses’ Association Votes ‘No’ 


At han@ are some of the pros and cons 
of a controversy which is stirring the 
nurses of the nation, Georgia included. 

It seems to us the preponderance of 
common sense is on-the side of the po- 
sition taken by the Georgia State Nurses’ 

' Association—which is a loud “No” to the 
plan to have the National League of Nurs- 
ing Education accredit all nursing schools. 

Briefly, the proposal is that the present 
system of schools be abolished and two 
other type schools established. 

One would be a four-year school, with 
study courses and technical instruction 
which would result in a product but little 
short of the physician—a sort of second- 
rate doctor. These highly trained special- 
ists would do supervisory, administrative 
and field work for hospitals and public 
health departments. Their schools would 


work with medical schools, but would not © 


do so on the patient level. 

A second school would produce “prac- 
tical” nurses after a nine- or 12-month 
course. These would do the actual work 
of caring for patients. 

There are many factors which, it 
seems to us, argue strongly against such a 
course. 

In the first place, we believe the pa- 
tient is the chief consideration. That’s 
why we have hospitals—for patients. We 
doubt very much if patients are greatly to 
be benefited by direction which trickles 
down from specialists who have had no 
patient experience but who are selected 
for training school instructorships on the 
basis of education alone. We gravely 
doubt the value of a school which is not 
directly connected with hospital nursing. 

In the second place, if there is to be 
such a school for filling a relatively small

The Pension Bill 

It is easy to agree with Budget Direc- 
tor Frank Pace that “it is not possible to 
justify” the Rankin bill which would 
grant veterans of both world wars pen- 
sions of $90 a month at the age of 65. 

Mr. Pace figured the cost of such a 
pension scheme at $125,000,000,000 during 
the next 50 years. 

That, we submit, is a very conservative 
estimate. 

Veterans should understand that they 
and their dependents will, in a few short 
years, comprise a great portion of the 
population. The burden of such tremen- 
dous payments will fall upon their shoul- 
ders to a large extent. 

From a practical standpoint, and in 


need, the students should come from the 
regular nursing schools. The better nurses 
should have the chance. 

What the plan is about to do is to 
create a “élass” situation which would at- 
tract only those persons of little educa- 
tion and no ambition to be the actual 
“practical” nurses. This we think lacks 
the element of common sense and doesn’t 
argue well for the welfare of patients. 

Thirdly, the plan is grossly unfair to 
the present nurses and those in school. It 
deprives them of any standing and they 
must, if they cannot meet the entrance 
standards of the proposed schools, become 
“practical” nurses. 

If there is a need, and we can see a 
relatively limited one, for more specialists 
in nursing, then let them come from class- 
es created at the nursing schools or at 
medical schools. 

Medical schools all are losing money. 
Who is going to pay for setting up ex- 
pensive four-year nursing schools with all 
their equipment for technical specializa- 
tion? What is wrong with using the exist- 
ing medical schools, if we need such a 
course? 

Taking what seems to be said for the 
plan, and the over-all monopoly of ac- 
creditation which does not take into ac- 
count the widely varying regional needs, 
we cannot avoid the conclusion that the 
great weight of common sense and justice 
lies on the side of the Georgia Nurses’ As- 
sociation and against the educational plan 
which would leave the patient at the 
mercy of the ambitionless, semiskilled 
“nurses” who will be the inevitable prod- 
uct of such a system. The patient might 
die before the practical nurses could find 
a specia’ist to ask what to do.

Regrettable--But Perhaps the Only Way! 


WASHINGTON—It is rather a sad commentary on the state of the world today that a great 
democracy such as ours, if it is to assume the leadership which it has inherited, must have as an 


adjunct a spy system that is, like our Army, Navy and Air Force, “second to none.” 


During the 


very brief consideration by the House of the “hush-hush” bill legalizing and implementing our espio- 
nage system already established in the Central] Intelligence -Agency—CIA—it was emphasized that 
our spy system has been much weaker than those of other nations. | 


But now, by the grace of this bill, we will 
have a first-class one and will be able to hold 
up our heads in the world, and will be even 
with other nations. There are enough hints in pro- 
visions of House Bill 2663 for our agents, their 
travel abroad, their confidential expense ac- 
counts, and such, to assure us of American spies 
in the best Old World tradition. The bill is cer- 
tain to become law, since a similar measure, with 
one exception, was passed by the Senate in the 
last Congress. It was unanimously approved 
then also by the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, but. failed of House action in the last- 
minute rush. The exception in the current meas- 
ure is the provision for admitting up to 100 
aliens a year, outside of immigration laws, to 
supply the CIA with information. It was made 
plain, in the restricted explanations in the House, 
that these will be foreigners who will be taken 
under our protection to tell us all about what 
goes on in Russia and her satellite nations be- 
hind the iron curtain. 


This reporter watched the proceedings in 
the House, for the bill did seem to be a 
landmark. Many medsures involving depar- 
tures from established ways and traditions 
of far less significance have provoked nota- 
ble debate. This, however, was little more 
than routine and, after ail, it is routine in 
these times, which its itself a bit frightening. 
During the 40 minutes of debate permitted 
under the extraordinary procedure adopted 
for this bill, this reporter counted from 75 
to 100 members present of the 435, though 
others came in at the end when summoned 
for the vote. Only four votes were ¢ast 
against the measure; 384 for it. 


It was with reluctance that Rep. Dewey Short, 
of Missouri, ranking Republican member of the 
Armed Services Committee, supported the bill. 
He said there were doubts in the minds of many 
members about it. 


“We're engaged in a highly dangerous busi- 


ness,” he said. “It’s something I abhor. But 
sometimes we have got to fight fire with fire.” 


He agreed there was “some plausibility” 
in objections raised by the single member 
who voiced a protest against the project as 
a whole, Rep. Marcantonio, of New York, 
lone American Labor Party member. The 
New Yorker argued that this was the first 
time Congress had been denied a full] ex- 
planation of all provisions of any bill, and 
contended that it would invade civil liber- 
ties by a provision he cited that would per- 
mit CIA agents to be assigned to labor 
unions, commercial] firms, and other groups. 


Rep. Marcantonio, however, carries little in- 
fluence in the House because of his long ad- 
herence to the genera! foreign policy line taken 
by the Henry Wallace third party movement, 
with which he was associated. 

It would have helped if somebody had _ stood 
up, one of those old-fashioned fellows that we 
refer to as “a Democrat with a small d,” and 
at least said for the record, as such men used 
to do so eloquently, just where all this brings 
us. What, for example, it means in the history 
of civilization when the once free-and-easy, live- 
and-let-live democracy, which for so. long has 


given its own glorious sort of moral leadership . 


to the world, now has to lower its standards and 
set up an elaborate spy system, even as other 
nations. It somehow seems out of character. 


There should be a better way; but if we 
. can’t find it, maybe there isn’t any other 
way for the time being. 


That’s the philosophical attitude. But it’s 
very hard for anyone who has watched so many 


‘battles here for individual freedom and against 


secret police systems and all they mean to sit 
and take it without speaking out in protest. A 
blind sort of protest it is, of course, the world 
being as crazy as it is today.

It was not just our men—self-assured, confident, well-fed,

= =— candy and chewing gum in their pockets. It was not 

ey alone. 


- There were our machines—the jeeps, the bulldozers, the trucks, 
the command cars, the magnificent transportation which always 
was there. There was our machinery. There was refrigeration. There 
were the portable machines which produced lights and power. 
There were hospitals, clinics. 


Also There had to be added to all this other things—the foun- 

tain pen every man had, or could have for a small price, 
the soap, wrist watches for a few dollars, flashlights for every man, 
cameras, movies, medicines—all these the American soldiers had 
in such plenty that everyone could see them and come to know 
the Americans, and only the Americans, had these goods in such 
profusion. 


So, it required no great amount of sense to see and deduce that 
all this would have an effect. It made some persons angry and 
resentful. In some countries it was necessary to close our PX 
stores because the soldiers of other nations were so angered by the 
luxuries enjoyed by the Americans they rioted. I saw one such 
incident in Australia where Australian troops,- when their cigaret 
ration of two packs per week was cut to one, took out their anger 
in the usual stupid manner employed by any mob. They stoned 
the American PX, which had nothing to do with the Australian 
ration. This was, of course, but a very minor incident, but nonethe- 


less significant.

American products,” who created a demand for soap, wrist watches, 

fountain pens, candy, cameras, medicines, flash lights, good clothes 

and plenty to eat. 


The American standard of living, of orange juice for break- 
fast, of plenty of food and clothes and health is a revolutionary 
force. Says the article, “We have forged the weapons ef a revolu- 
tion and yet live in mortal terror of it.” The article continues: 


“While the United States unwittingly supplies the revolutionary 
dynamic, the USSR is supplying the direction. Soviet direction 
consists of a tightly packaged ideology: land for the peasants, se- 
curity for the workers. Soviet propaganda holds out to the peasant 
in rags a new view of himself in a better world. He has hold of 
Pandora’s box. Ideological weapons, unless they can be soon trans- 
lated into “the comforts of life.” are so many hollow phrases. 


“America, however, stands to forfeit the right to direct the very 
peoples she has helped to emancipate. The United States will lend, 
give or, preferably, sell to any country its mechanisms. But the in- 
stant Europeans or Orientals show promise of changing the social 
order to accommodate those mechanisms, the United States will rein 
them up short and try in every way possible to abort the impending 
birth. The Soviet Union, having little or nothing tangible to give, 
plunges enthusiastically into the business of directing the revolu- 
tionary forces. 


“The cause she professes to champion is the cause of social jus- 
tice, and the United States is letting her win by default. To mil- 
lions of the world’s colonial’ populations America has for genera- 
tions symbolized liberty and freedom from oppression. Today, they 
are being told that the United States is no longer their friend, that 
America has gone over to the side of the oppressors. The charge 
can no longer be dismissed as Communist propaganda. 


“The Soviet Union, on the other hand, by her decision to try 
for the world on an all-or-nothing gamble, has lost her chance to 
forge the weapons she must have to perpetuate world revolution 
and Communism. For Communism, like capitalism, depends abso- 
lutely for support on its ability to produce better housing, better 
food and better movies. The likelihood of Russia being able to 
power all the revolutions that Communists are leading is slight.” 


But, says the writer, we still offer no direction save for a wist- 


ful wishing the world would be just like us. 
Factor That this is one of the factors which confrents us today 
is inescapable. We must decide, and soon, whether we 
will try to help Europe work out its own brand of democracy and 
quit trying to impose an exact duplicate of our own on them.

He never quibbled over terms and when “For 
Whom the Bell Tolls” was published, he sent me an autographed 
copy with this inscription:

Letter So when I decided to do a column about him, I went 
to the best authority I knew on Hemingway—Ernest, 
himself. His reply came from Italy, and I am privileged to quote 
from it, since in writing him I explained I wanted to publish parts 
of his answer. Here is what he has to say with some excerpts 
elided and with editoria) comment: 

“It made me very happy to get your letter and know you are 
fine and being a columnist. 

“Maybe it was a good idea for Billy Rose to lay off for a while 
as he will get a lot of stuff moving around. Being a columnist 
is like having to pitch every day. Don’t do too much of it.” (Don’t 
worry, kid. I won’t. I’m running out of gas already, just wait- 
— ey the Little Giant, Globe-trotter Rose, to return.—Editor’s 
note. 


One of his first stories was “Fifty Grand,” regarded by many — 


critics as among the best American short stories of all time. He 
sw trouble selling it. Here are the details straight from the feed

“On the anecdotes for the column thing, Bill Lengel sent ‘Fifty 
Grand’ to Ray Long (then editor of Cosmopolitan magazine), who 
turned it down for reasons you stated. He offered to publish it if 
I would put some woman interest in it. I told him I thought woman 
interest was present, but off-stage. 


‘7 * “Sun (“The Sun Also Rises”) also did not get 
F ifty Grand kicked around. But everything beforehand did. 
Scribner’s had ‘Fifty Grand’ and offered to publish it-for $250 
if I would cut 1,500 words out of it. I said, ‘If you cut a word, 
it would not make sense.’ I had cut it already. They gave it toa 
bright boy to cut—he was assistant to Bridges, the editor of the 
magazine—and he dutifully cut it. I then showed them how it 
did not make sense. Very bright boy. 

“Ned Weeks, of Atlantic, picked it up, and old Ellery Sedgwick 
published it in Atlantic Monthly (without cutting or woman in- 
terest) and paid me $500, I think. 

“What can cook up as an anecdote? Ask Mike Lerner about 
the time I fought a Negro named Willard Saunders at Bimini. 
Mike was there. It is a sort of funny story, but would rather you 
got it from Mike than me. (Maybe Saunders was a pseudonym for 
Joe Louis.—Editor’s note.) ° 7 

“Do you know Hugh Casey or Kirby Higbe or Larry French or 
Augie Galan? (All big league ball players.—Editor’s note.) If you 
see any of them, ask them about the old days in Havana. We 
used to have a lot of fun. : 

“Anyway, good luck, Jack, and if you are really stuck for 
anecdotes, will knock off writing a nove] and bang some out for. 
you.” 

We’ve come to the end of the line—no more space. If we can 
find out about the Bimini fight, it will have to be told later, for 
Mr. Lerner is now off deep-sea fishing and the ball players are 
scattered, too, so the Havana tales are out for the present. 

That’s Hemingway, a colorful, generous genius who offers to 
interrupt writing a novel to help out an-old friend. Anyway, this 
column is mostly his, which raises the average—oh, yes, it does.

Can We Afford This Expensive Luxury? 


How would you like to have 20 percent deducted from your pay every week in addition to what 


the Government is already taking out of it? 


According to the most reliable estimates, that is what 


we are going to get if the President’s expanded social security bills and the so-called compulsory 


health insurance are adopted. 

And had you noticed that the President’s 
social security bill would put the Federal Gov- 
ernment back into the direct relief business for 
the first time since the depression? 

First, Mr. Truman’s bill would bring some 
20,000,000 more people under social security, in- 
cluding domestic help and farm labor, making 
every housewife who has a maid and every 
farmer with hired help a tax collector for the 
Government. , 


Then it would increase all the benefits 
and make Federal aid available, not only to 
the blind, the aged, and dependent children, 
but also to “the needy.” Those last two 
words will bring back depression-time relief 
with a vengeance, and it is supposed to be 
paid out of pay-rolly taxes. 


Moreover, in this relief program, no city or 
State could call its soul or its treasury its own. 
In order to get the Federal aid for the aged, the 
blind, dependent children, and the needy, each 
State would have to see that a uniform system 
was in effect throughout the State. 
city or county could have its own program un- 
less every city and county in the State had the 
same kind of program. 

Under such a law one can easily foresee when 
an army of Federal inspectors, bureaucrats, and 
snoopers would be at work in every town and 
hamlet in the country. 


Hence, no 


Besides all that, the Federal Government far 
underestimates the cost. It adds up what would 
have to be deducted from pay rolls to pay for 
all that program and gets 9.5 percent, which, 
minus the 3.5 percent already being deducted (in- 
cluding the employer’s part), leaves, according to 
the Government actuaries, six percent to be 
added. Be 

But private actuaries, accustomed to figuring 
insurance risks, do not believe that the program 
can be financed for any such sum. They calcu- 
late that, when the programs get into their full 
stride, it will take pay roll deductions ranging 
from 19 to 27 percent to pay for them. 

Minus the present 3.5 percent deduction, the 
estimates of additional deductions range from 
15.5 percent to 23.5 percent, and the average is 
about 20 percent. 


If the Federal Government hopes to keep 
the cost down to 9.5 percent of pay rolls, 
it will have to pay the rest out of the general 
treasury, and that means more taxes of other 
kinds than pay-roll taxes. 


But we'll pay it. If all of President Truman’s 
social schemes are adopted by Congress, we can 
kiss more than one-fifth of our incomes good- 
bye, in addition to the income taxes we are al- 
ready paying, because one way or another we 
shall have to return that much to the Govern- 
ment to pay for State socialism.

Pay as You Go 


Editor Constitution: One of the most danger- 
ous economic practices of today is to mortgage 
future generations with huge bond issues that 
will double the debt in interest charges before 
the bonds are retired. It is natural for public 
officials to want to spend large sums of money 
for public improvements, many of which are 
truly desirable, but not necessarily mandatory. 

The public needs of “today” should be held 
within the taxpaying ability of “today.” Just 
as any wise family should budget its income, 
whatever forward step immediately in need 
should be provided for with an appropriate tax 
levy. There is no reason to believe that future 
generations will be more able to pay for their 
new needs and pay off our bonds than we are 
able to assume our obligations for needs of today. 
If we are opposed to “paying as we go,’ what 
sort of a wrong are we committing against our 
children when’ we load them up with bonds for 
our needs of today? 

The public will not get on a sound basis 
until its enthusiasm for tax-paying measures up 
to its enthusiasm for our public needs. To bor- 
row the money from our children without their 
knowledge or consent smacks of cowardice. We 
just haven’t the “guts” to slap on the tax and 
pay for what we want.

ment and published by The Constitution Feb. 16, 


1949, stated the taxes were $435,372,040. 


This included internal revenue, excess profits, © 


corporation, individual. income and _ withheld 
taxes, 

The 1947 taxes were $420,254,844, of which 
$410,737,368.21 were paid by corporations, indi- 
viduals and withheld taxes. All who paid these 
taxes received their money indirectly from the 
people. All became a part of the cost of service 
or production and was passed on with a profit 
added at each step in the trade, all of which was 
included in the price and became what is termed 
a concealed tax. Out of every 15 cents paid for 
a loaf of bread, eight cents is due to a concealed 
tax. ; 

The other information concerning sales, values 
and wages was taken from reports of the Bu- 
reau of Census and published in the Statistical 
Abstract of the United States. This is available 
at the library. The percentages were calculated

“Just before dawn on Dec. 1 a mob of un- 
identified persons wearing CIO badges drove out- 
of-town cars in front of the buildings and com- 
pletely blocked the street and entrance to the 
plant. This invasion was conducted by approxi- 
mately 200 to 300 strangers to the workers and 
the police. Part of the goon squad rushed into 
the factory and attacked the men and women 
working there. Another group invaded the park- 
ing lot, turned over cars, set fire ot a truck be 
longing to an employee and defied a policeman 
who approached. This goon squad, augmented 
by over 100 striking employees, attacked other 
employees as they approached the plant to go 
to work. and bricks were thrown through 
windows and at the cars of employees coming 
to work. When the firemen arrived to put out 
the burning truck the mob defied them to turn 
on the water. When the police wrecking-car 
attempted to clear the street the mob attacked 
the wrecking car and started to turn it over. 
The police driver fled. 


“Werkers were slugged and _ kicked. 
Women were chased. One ruffian seized a 
woman by the hair and slapped her. Police 
did not act because they were so greatly out- 
numbered. The Sheriff was “boxed in” by | 
the mob. The Chief of Police sent all avail- , 
able officers, but they were so few that, 
viewing the strength of the mob, they did 
not deem it wise to attempt te make arrests. 


“In answer to calls, the Governor (Repub- 
lican Kim Sigler) sent troops and left instructions 
that the State laws were to be enforced. There- 
after there was no violence.” : 

Mr. Hoffman reported to Congress that three 
of Philip Murray’s direct subordinates in the 
Steel Workers, men designated “international 
representatives,” appeared to have formulated 
the “methods to be used by the pickets. . They 
vanished when subpoenas were ed for the 
congressional hearings. 

The unioneers charged the company with im- 
porting strikebreakers. No testimony was given 
to that effect and Mr. Hoffman reported that the 
real reason for the lynching by Philip Murray’s 
union was that 535 out of 778 employees were 
back at their own jobs the day before the riot.

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Holds Key to Europe's Future

ROME, Italy—(By Air France)—There is an air of big business in Rome these days and it is very 
surprising to a visitor who had expected the city to be vaguely depressed. | 


checkbooks fly in on every plane, bent on 
buying textiles, ceramics, leather goods, specialties in food, and 
in every hotel lobby handsomely dressed men and the most dis- 
tinguished-looking women in Europe loiter with a quick eye for 
a deal or a contact. 

Taxis rattle along the rock-paved streets at a great pace, their 
meters clicking out astronomical tabs of. liras;, telephones ring, 
porters scurry around, and those who know say that prosperity, as 
the Italians have known it for the last decade, is no longer around 
. . it has arrived. . 

“But,” they add, hastily, “it wouldn’t last a day without Ameri- 
can money. 

“First it was the American occupation troops,” they admit, “then 
UNRRA, then post-UNRRA, then the ECA. We couldn’t have man- 
aged without America.” ’ 

If I were a student of modern-day political science I would 
jump the first plane to Italy to study the chances for eventual 
European peace. 

Rome is the melting-pot of ideologies. 

Now, with tourists pouring in from England, France, Germany, 
America, gobbling up Italian spaghetti and rich red wine, fusing 
their theories and demonstrating their shortages and their preju- 
dices, seems to be the best time to see the friction of this continent 
at its worst . .. or its best. . 

Here two great enemies of faith are locked in deadly combat. 
The Communists are hard at work, pounding at American imperial- 
ism and capitalism in every issue of their newspapers, dealing 
subtly with poverty and the depressed lower class which has al- 
ways been emphasized here in this amazing land of contrasts. On 
the other hand, the Pope has never been more active nor more ap- 
parently influential. The Catholics are militantly struggling against 
the Communists, and even today, when the Reds were marching 
up Via Nazionale in a Sunday parade, the Catholic Church was 
drawing out children in gay, comic costumes, chariots of old Rome, 
staffed with gladiators, and had even worked up a program of 
fireworks in one of the most colorful and attractive festivals of 
the carnival period. . 

Aside from all this, there are the other countries to consider.

16 Southern States Show 
Big Rise in Manufacturing 


Since 1939, the 16 Southern States have achieved an increase of: 
90 percent in manufacturing capacity and an increase of 277 percent; 
in dollar value of goods produced, according to an article by Cald- 
well R. Walker in the March issue of the Manufacturers Record. 


The article says that major in- 
creases in manufacturing during 
that period were in foods, tobacco, 
textiles, apparel, paper, printing 
and publishing, chemicals, prod- 
ucts of petroleum and coal, rubber 
and rubber products and leather 
and leather products. ' 

The increases, all in the non- 
durable group, were in the order 
named. Thus, the value of foods 
manufactured in the Southern 
States increased from $2,100,000,- 
000 in 1939 to $8,200,000, 000 in 
1948. 

In the durable group, increases 
were in lumber, furniture, stone- 
clay-glass, metals, machinery, elec- 
trical machinery, transportation 
equipment and minerals. Lumber 
led the group with an increase in 
value from $459,000,000 in 1939 to 
$2,800,000,000 in 1948. 

During 1948, the article says, 
the South’s production hit the 
postwar peak. Though 1949 shows 
signs of a leveling off process, the

Paid Farmers 
In State Drops 


The index of prices received by 
farmers on Georgia markets on 
Feb. 15, 1949, was 237 percent of 
the 1909-1914 average, the -Crop 
Reporting Service of the Georgia 
Agricultural Extension Service at 
Athens reported yesterday. This 
figure showed a decline of four 
percent from the Mid-January lev- 
el and was threé percent lower 
than Feb. 1948. 

A comparison of prices on Feb. 
15, 1949, with those of a year ago 
shows that corn, wheat, soy- 
beans, cottonseed, chicks and eggs 
were down sharply, while cotton, 
‘hogs, butter, butterfat and cow- 
‘peas had more moderate declines. 
At the same time, Irish potatoes, 
sweet potatoes, hay, peanuts, beef 
cattle, milk cows and wholesale 
milk were selling at a level high- 
er than that of a year ago. 

The recent decline in prices for 
farm products has dropped this 
index to the lowest level since 
1946, but that index is now only 
two percent below the average for 
1948.
